WASHINGTON, Oct. S—(AP)—American submarines, 
ripping Japanese supply line« , have destro yed ano ther 11 
enemy vessels, includmg three warcraft, the navy anno unced 
to day. 
The fighting craft included a destro yer, an esco rt vessel 
anj a seaplane tender, all o f which may have been trying to 
pro tect Japanese co nvo ys fro m American underwater attacks. 
Also included in the latest bag o f the submersibles were 
six cargo ships and a large tanker fro m the rapidly dwindling 
Japanese fleet o f fuel-carrying craft. 
Also destro yed was a cable ship, indicating that the sub­ 
marine» ^ may have been engaged m breaking o r preventing 
repair o f enemy co mmunicatio n lines 
The newly-repo rted sinking.s raise to 924 the number o f 
Japanese vessels o f all types sunk, pro bably sunk o r damaged 
by subntarine actio n.

Undoub tedly, Attorney General Walter Johnson 
has given long and proper consideration to the 
question raised whether any citizen in the military 
service or in civilian activities, who is living upon 
iovem m ent-ow ned property over which the fed- 
•rsl government has assumed complete jurisdic­ 
tion, Is entitled to vote.

And that is a pretty kettle of fish in a state 
where it was said not long ago the ab sentee voting 
law, framed to give men and women in the service 
a chance to vote, was one of the b est adopted b y 
any of the states. 
The attorney general’s language is worthy of 
notice: 


“A soldier or sailor, if he is ordered to a sta­ 
tion to which he must go and live in quarters as­ 
signed to him, cannot acquire a domicile there, 
although he lives in the assigned quarters with 
his family. If, however, he is allowed to live with 
his family where he pleases, provided it is near 
enough to his post to enab le him to perform his 
duty, he can acquire a domicile where he lives.” 
Not to quarrel with the attorney general, that 
is slicing it rather thin. 
But that is not all of it. 


In Washington, the line was drawn b etween a 
federal b allot and a state b allot. 
Notwithstand­ 
ing the claims made b y the repub lican memb ers 
of the congress—and their b uddies in the ranks 
of the old Southern conservative democrats—the 
evidence is mounting that thousands of men good 
enough to fight for their country still are not 
good enough to vote. 
Their disfranchisement in 
time of war is a sorry price to pay for congres­ 
sional politics.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST COLDS 
It is ab out the season when 
the first epidemic of colds strikes 
at our firesides and our homes. 
And as its name implies everyone 
thinks this is due to the advent 
of cold weather, b ut it is signifi­ 
cant that it also coincides with the 
time when the furnace is turned 
on. 
“I went out and got wet and 
chilled and caught cold”—that is 
the usual statement to explain 
what doctors call the etiology of 
the condition. But a more accur­ 
ate statement would b e—“I stayed 
in and got dried and overheated 
and caught cold.” All the mucous 
memb ranes of the nose and throat 
were b aked out to a thin layer 
and lost their resistance so the 
germs had a field day. 
Everyone keeps asking—“What 
shall I take to prevent colds? 
Shall I take vaccines?” The right 
answer is—“Keep the tem pera­ 
ture of your house at 65 degrees 
all winter and let plenty of fresh 
air in even on the coldest day.” 
I was never so comfortab le as 
the winter we had strict fuel ra­ 
tions and the tem perature of my 
house was 60 to 65 all winter. 
Improper Heating. 
These 
are 
not 
my 
opinions 
alone. The most eminent nose and 
throat specialist of my acquaint­ 
ance has written an article for a 
medical journal in which he says: 
“I b elieve 
the 
greatest 
single 
cause of acute colds is improper 
heating of homes, factories and 
office 
b uildings—usually 
over 
heating. 
In nearly every home 
or office there are those who b e­ 
lieve they require 
an unusual 
amount of heat. If the thermome- 
er is not hovering near 80 de­ 
grees they are freezing. 
Thus, 
for the few many must suffer. 
Apartment house owners fre­ 
quently instruct those in charge 
of their furnaces to force up the 
heat in the early 
morning 
and 
late afternoon. 
Hence, the m ax­ 
imum temperature is frequently 
near 85 degrees and the mini­ 
mum as low as 60 degrees. 
This 
variation of 25 degrees throws an 
unusual strain on the heat regu- 


Humidiflcation ana ventilation 
are equally Important. 
Other causes of catching cold 
are improper clothing, nasal ob ­ 
struction, b ody fatigue and im­ 
proper elimination. 
Too Warm Uiothing, 
Most b usiness and professional 
men dress too warmly. .The chest 
is covered 
with 
two 
layers of 
wool; lining of coat and vest, shirt 
and underclothing, making a total 
of six layers of b ody covering. In 
temperatures of 70 to 72 degrees 
with any activity whatever the 
skin b ecomes moist, and no mat­ 
ter how much clothing one puts 
on b efore going outside there is 
very apt to b e a chilling of the 
b ody surface. 
This, of course, 
strongly 
predisposes 
to 
upper 
respiratory infections and pneu­ 
monia. 
A coat of linen or silk 
should b e sub stituted at the of­ 
fice and a light dressing gown for 
dinner and evening at home. 
Women, perhaps, go to the other 
extreme in dressing so scantily 
for winter weather, b ut it seems 
to the eyes of hygiene and com- 
mon-sense that they have a more 
sensib le arrangement than men 
for winter weather,
